"Out here the farm ers feel like 
it is a patriotic duty to plant 
peanuts, and you'll find few farms 
without a garden." said Mika. 
Sides, with his expanded acre­ 
age. is typical. In fact, enthusiasm 
has reached such heights in some 
areas that County Agent Holcomb 
is worried.
